Par- 
boll in salted water for five 
minutes. Heat butter in a 
saucepan, Add chopped onion, 
breadcrumbs, parsley, and ham, 
then the beaten egg und stock 
or milk to moisten. Senson to 
taste with salt and pepper.’ Drain 
marrow, and. fill shell with the 
mixture. Cover with the 
sauce. Bake in a* moderate 
oven for about forty-five 
minutes or till brown and ten- 
der,’ Serve with potatoes 
(boiled) os the main dish for 
dinner.

‘To that world Mr. tkeda open- 
ly belongs. He is a celebrated 
banker, who manages the inter- 
eats of the great Mitsui monopoly. 
The soldiers may be rather the 
tools of the rival Mitsubishi firm. 

These two vast financial and 
industrial trusts virtually own 

Japan, and rule it, partly’ 

through venal politicians, part- 

ly through the feudal famllies 


that control the army and navy. . 


One conclusion is safe and 
clear, enpitaliat Imperiallm has 
triumphed over the mystical re- 
yolutionary « patriotism of the 
younger officers of pensant origin. 

The war, none the less, will be 
prosecuted more ruthlessly and 
recklessly than ever. No half-vic- 
tory will -serve; for after a peace 
of compromise, the troops would 
yeturn in a rebellious mood that 
would promise no good, either to 
the bankers who rule behind the 
throne or to the generals who are 
their tools, .

The Great War to crush mili- 
tariam and to end war Ied to tho 
pitiful and desperate world of to- 
day. Just as it is still impossible 
to end war by war, Bo to-day it is 
morally and materially impossible 
to defend national democracy 
ngainst fascism by war. Deme- 
eracy itself must perish in that 
process. : . 

The defence of democracy 
against fascism by war means 
that the workers of one country 
are to engage in tho'masaacre of 
the workers of another country. 
Int order to contend with fascism 
by arms,,a democracy must aur- 
render itself to totalitarian regi- 
mentation. i 

Fascism flourishes becauso of 
the bellef that in the world as it 
is, violence is tho only means by 
which, the intolerable injustices 
under which nations suffer can 
be redreased. The ringed fence 
of arms which the democratic na- 
tions provide against fascism only 
encourages it in its evil ways. 

* Faaciam is thus fed and stieng- 
thened by every effort to quaran- 
tine it—"to havo no truck with 
it’ Recent events serve only to 
confirm’ this conviction. : 

We therefore appeal to our fel- 
low-citizens. wha. are concerned 
with peaco and democracy to con- 


sider tho claim of constructive 


pacifism. 

Pacifism {s not.moroly a refusal 
to take part in war. The pledge 
to renounce war, involving as it 
does tho refusal to allow govorn- 
ments to make uso of the weapon?

Wo. believe that the policy des: 
eribed aa “collective security” is 
both wrong and impracticable. 

The most pressing need is to 
take immediate steps which will 
lend ultimately to the establish- 
ment of a really serviceaLle 
League of Nations. 

‘The new League must be based 
on provisions designed to meet 
the economic requirements of the 
large masses of poverty-stricken 
people:to be found in varying de- 
gree among all nations of the 
earth, ‘The. satisfaction and se- 
curity of each and every nation 
must be, and can be, obtained in 
the well-being of all. 

The maintenance of ‘imperial 
interest and economic advantage 
for ourselves literally means that 
we are living at the expense of 
the people of othor countries. it 
niso necessitates domination, 
which makes peace impossible. 
PEACE TREATY NOW | 

The Van Zeeland Report has 
been.drawn up iby o statesman ap- 
pointed by the governments of 
Britain and France to consider 
the economic and political causes 
of friction in the world, M. Van 
Zeeland’s conclusions should be 
investigated at once. They may 
be modified. He provided for 
that. ~ 

When the causes ore faced, a 
solution, which could both mect 
the needs of hungry nations, raise 
the standard of life and secure 
the rights of native peoples, wil 
be found possible in other terms 
than those of war. 

We urge that a now peace 
treaty should be drawn up, this 
time boforo another war begins, 
instead of after it when: hideous 
consoquences must lend. to In- 


creased hatred, increased. revenge, ' 


and renewed conflict—if, indecd 
civilisation survives.

tration areas and the means available to the prospective tenants 


of new tenements, Mr. Malcolm MacDonald’s ahswer to that 


is that a full-time Labour Officer is to be uppointed to the S.C.A. 
and that part of his duties will be to investigate the cost of liv- 
ing, rates of wages and hours of sweated labour. How much of] 
the time of such an official could be devoted to the task is not 
clear, and how valuable his contribution to the larger problem of 
social betterment. is even less go. 


The field to be covered is so enormous that even the interest- 
ing report, touching on its fringes, and recently published by the 
sponsors of Social Settlements, has been welcomed ag 2 valuable

Incidentaiy, the sponsors ot 
Social Setuements have been tar too self-deprecating regarding 
tne results of their experiment. What they have proved, rather 
unan that 2 cash subsidy per family is needed, is that as at pre- 
sent designed, Hong Kong tenements cannot be adapted for the 
purpose of social amelioration. What is necded is slum clear- 
ance on an extensive scaic, with new property designed to meet 
the special needs of the people for whom it is proposed to cater. 
‘Lhat, it is truo, will need a Government subsidy, for the reason 
chat it is frankly recognised that most of the rehousing will havo 
to bo carried out on or near the original site. Considorable. re- 
Planning will, therefore, be necessary, in the inner areas of Vic- 
torn and Yaumati,-Hunghom and Mongkok, whero land is dear. 
Powers may have to bo taken to acquire by re-entry what sites 
are needed at fair and reasonable prices. That again will un- 
doubtedly mean building upwards’ in flat tenements, of special de- 
sign for Hong Kong’s spocial requirements, for that is the only 
practicable mothod of rehousing the very poorest classes near tho 
factories, docks, and so on where.thelr labour is required. ‘The 
primary essential is that the Government should prepare a gen- 
cral planning scheme and adapt their re-housing.to it. Tha gov- 
erning factors will be the cost of building and the rents the people 
can afford to pay. It is far too much to hope that the gathering

ART VERSUS CULTURE: 


HE theory, that disharmony is 
T -- altogether avoldable is useful 
as a counterblust to the pernicious 
theory’ that an artist is altogether 
n superior person, entitled to airs 
and graces, and living according 
to a special code in an enchanted 
world of his own making. 


Superior or not, the artist, is a 
special case only in this; that he 
is a lono worker, not amenable to 
eight-hour days and five-day wecks, 
He was a lone worker in the Mid- 
die Ages. He was alone in the 
caves of prehistoric man. And he 
will bé diMcult to fil inte a plan- 
ned economy. ; 


It is quite normal for him to 
be a little hostile in his attitude to 
the world, for the world will offer 
advice. With non-artistic people 
we ore often juatified in despising 
a man who won't take advice and 
always knows better than anyone 
tise. But an artist dare not take 
much advice, for each job is Ike 
no other. : . 

An artist is not simply adding 
another work .to the world’s trea- 
sure-house, for, to him, culture is 
not just a store. He is not adding 
to culture, he ig intervening in it, 
His work {fs a force, not an item 
in a catalogue. : 

In so far, then, as artists ‘are 
personally hostile to culture- 
addicts, to critics, and to the ghosta 
of old mastors, they are behaving 
quite normally. Besides this kind 
of hostility, there {a yet another 
kind which is also normal, and not 
always as pernicious os “realists” 
would ‘have us belleve — the hos- 
tility to the world that expresses 
itself in escapism, the retreat into 
fairyland. ; 

One would think, hearing some 
young artists theorlse, that all art- 
ists of the past were of this kind, 
and that only now does tho virtu- 
ous modorn go forward shoulder 
to shoulder with the workors. 

e € F 

Tho history of art is not so sim- 
ple. The Romantic: age that pro- 
duced such subjective lyriciats as 
Keats and Schubert, produced the 
politically conscious Shelley’ and 
Wagner. Earlior, while Gainsbor- 
ough flattered the world of fash- 
fon, Hogarth satirised it. At about 
tha time when’ the pursuit: of fe 


mot juste was the main prooccupa- 


tion of Oscar Wilde, Emile. Zola 
pursued justice for Dreyfus. 

Shakespeare, though not a more 
escapist, was. almost devoid of 
reformist: zen! or political purpose. 
Yet he stands in the company of 
the politically and religiously con- 
scious artists. One cannot rate 
him lower than Bach, Milton, Bee- 
thoven, Dickens, Tolstoy, Heine, 
Bryon, Moussorgsky . , . 

On the other hand, Wagner, who 
Was n° conscious revolutionnry, is 
now being widely recognised as a 
fore-runner of the Nazis. His 
Siegfried is The Leader, Wotan 
fs a doomed “intellectual.” The 
worker-giants ‘ure ninnies — to be 
deceived by any adroit Har. * The 
money grubbera ure there to sup- 
port The Leader until he chooses 
to chop off their heads, Bernurd 
Shaw's Perfect Wagernite turns 
out to be @ nazional-socialiat.

If, then, it is normal for an art- 
ist, as lone worker, to be a bit of 
an oddity (though he need not ex- 
aggernte) ; if it is normal for some 
artists to refashion the world and 
for others to fashion u dream 
world, what is there unique about 
the contemporary situntion? It iy 
this. . : 


Many artists are beginning to 
realise. that they faco something ~ 
worse than poverty—they have sur- 
vived that before now. They face 
something worse than the temyita- 
tion to dope themselves and others. 
with opium dreams, They face a 
return to the Dark Ages.’ 

A very few artists remain vague 
optimists. A very few accept 
Fascism, which to them ia com- 
pounded of supermen, .myasticism, 
chivalry, cricket, and ARP. A 
few, remembering the middle uges, 
when for a while all European 
artists served Christendom, | seek 
refuge in the Roman Church: 

The majority of the younger 
artists, however, are zealous for 
democracy, Those of them whe 
ask for government by the people, 
and proclaim that artista should be, 
just people like anyone else are, 
perhaps, oa Httle ‘ over-simplifying 
the problem of the position of the 
artist in a planned secicty. (That 
deserves n dissertation to itself.) 

They know that only in a demo- 
cratically planned society can art- 
ints resolve this present, continu- 
ed, fierce disharmony. For this 
disharmony . is: something other 
than « passing dissonance. It 
threatens to be prelude to a long

STATEMENT ON. 
EMIGRATION 
IN PALESTIME 


, 


Evian, Yesterday. . 
The most interesting feature 
of the last meeting of the Inter- 
Governmental Committee of the 
Refugees’ Conference was 2 
speech by the British Delegate, 
Lord Winterton,.in which he re- 
ferred to the question of Pales- 
tine. The speaker stated that 
the British-Government  con- 
sidered the. resolution adopted 
by the Inter-Governmental Com- 
mittee ns the most encouraging 
result yielded by the Confer- 
ence. : 

Turning to the problom of Pales- 
tine, the spenker observed that 
Palestine was a small country, that 
by itself, was unable to solve the 
numerous difficulties of the Jewish 
emigration. Since 1920, about 
300,000 Jews had settled there, of 
whom upwards of 40,000 had hail- 
ed from Germany. 

Tho apenker said that he did not 
feel called upon to discuss the 
existing situation in that country, 
excopt to remark that it rendered 
the. lmitation of Jewish cmigra- 
tion necessary. Lord Winterton 
anid that this Imitation would only 
be temporary, but that it was not 
yet possible to foresee when tho 
restrictive measures tnken by the 
Mandatory Government could be 
abrogated, Tho British Govern- 
ment had for some time past been 
studying the possibility of the 
Jewlah emigration to East Africa, 
particularly Kenya, but It was 
alrendy clear that there could be 
no question of the mass immigra- 
tion of Jews into that region. — 
Trans-Ocean..
